The  First  Congregational  Church  in  St.  Johnsbury 
was  organized  the  2l8t  of  November^  1800  ;  fifteen 
years  after  the  settlement  of  the  town.  It  consisted 
of  nineteen  members:  six  males  and  thirteen  females. 
Its  place  of  worship  is  in  the  Centre  village.  The 
Second  Church  was  a  colony  from  the  First,  set  ofl'  in 
consent  to  the  request  of  members  living  on  tlio  Plain, 
where  it  fixed  its  place  of  worship,  and  was  organized 
on  the  7th  of  April,  1825.  This  also  consisted  of  nine- 
teen members  :  six  males  and  thirteen  females.  The 
Third  Church  was  organized  in  the  East  village,  where 
it  still  worsliips.  It  consisted  of  twenty  members  ; 
two  of  whom  were  from  the  Fir^t  Church  and  eleven 
from  the  Second. 

The  increase  of  population  upon  the  Plain  and  vicin- 
ity, required,  for  its  accommodation,  that  the  Second 
Church  should  provide  a  larger  house  of  worship, 
which,  upon  completion,  proved  still  inadequate  for 
the  wants  of  the  increasing  population.  It  was 
deemed  necessary  to  provide  another  house,  to  be 
occupied  by  a  colony  church.  This  fourth  church, 
which  was  named  the  South  Congregational  Church  of 
St.  Johnsbury,  Avas  organized  October  23d,  1851,  con- 
sisting of  sixty-six  members  :  twenty-six  males  and 
forty  females :  sixty-five  of  whom  v/ere  dismissed  from 
the  Second  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  tlio  new 
organization.

Jolm  4 :  24.  From  everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God. 
Psa.  90:  2.  Now  unto  the  King  eterual,  immortal,  invisiblo, 
Hhe  only  wise  God,  bo  honor  and  glory  forever  and  ever. 
Amen.  I.Tim.  1:  17.  Who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holi- 
ness, fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonders?  Ex.  16:  11.  Thou 
hast  made  heaven,  tho  heaven  uf  heavens,  with  all  their  host, 
tho  earth,  and  all  things  that  are  therohi ;  the  seas  and  all  that 
isthvToin,  and  thou  pri'.^iTvo.st  them  all.  ]^eh.  9:  0../  Of  him, 
and  through  him,  and  to  him  are  all  things,  Kom.  11 :  o(). 
Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me.  Ex.  20:  3.  And 
thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  \hy  God  with  all  thine  heart,  and 
witli  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might.  DeUt.  6  :  6.  Thou 
shalt  worship  no  other  god.    Ex.  34  :  14. 

II.  We  believe  that  tho  books  of  tho  Old  and  New 
Testament  contain  tho  inspired  record  of  a  revelation 
of  God  to  nnm^  and  are  our  ultimate  standard  of  re- 
ligious belief  and  practice. 

There  is  a  spirit  in  man,  and  the  inspiration  of  tho  Almiglity 
givcth  them  understanding.  Job  32:  8.  But  I  oertiiy  you, 
brethren,  that  the  gospel  which  \vas  preached  uf  me  is  not 
after  man ;  fqr  1  neither  received  it  of  man,  neitlior  was  I 
taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ.  Gal.  1 :  11, 
12.  All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  proiit- 
iiblo  for  doctrine,  fen-  repriiof,  i'<n-  con'oelion,  for  instruction  in 
righteousness.  II.  Tim.  3:  li)  Holy  nuni  of  God  spali^e  as 
they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  (ihost.  II.  Pet.  1  :  21.  Jesus 
saitli  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  andlhe  \it\i.  Jt>hn 
14:  G,    Tho  scri[)ture  can  not  bo  broken.    John  10:  35. 
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III.  We  believe  that  tho  scriptures  record  a  revela- 
tion of  God,  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  indicate  an  eternal,  three-fold  distinction 
in  the  being  of  God. 

(1)  Doubtless  thou  art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  be  ignorant 
of  uSj  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not.  Isa.  63:  16.  And 
now,  O  Lord,  thou  art  our  Father.  Isa.  64  :  8,  After  this  man- 
ner, th(-reforo,  pray  yo :  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven. 
:M  att.  6  :  9. 

(2)  And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us.  John 
1 :  14.  God,  who  *  *  ^  spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathers 
by  the  prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by  his 
Bon,  ^  ^  ^-  who,  being  the  briglitness  of  his  glory,  and  the 
express  image  of  his  person,  and  upholding  all  things  by  the 
word  of  his  power,  when  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins, 
sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  majest}^  on  high.  Ileb.  1.  : 
2,  3.  Unto  tho  Son  he  saith.  Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  forever 
and  ever.  Ileb.  1 :  8.  Of  v/horn,  as  concerning  the  flesh, 
Christ  came,  who  is  overfall,  God  blessed  forever.  Amen. 
Ptom.  0 :  5.  I  and  my  Father  are  one.  John  10:  30.  Who 
is  the  imago  of  the  invisible  God.  CoL  1:  15.  In  him 
dwellcth  all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhi-ad  bodily.  Col.  2  :  9.  In 
him%>as  lil\^.  John  1:  4.  1  am  Alplui  and  Omega,  the  be- 
ii;inniiig  and  the  ending.  Kev.  1  :  8.  Where  two  or  three 
are  gathered  together  in  my  name,  there  am  1  in  the  midst  of 
them.  Matt.  18  :  20.  Thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall 
not  fail.

(4)  Teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Chost.  Matt.  28:  19.  The 
grace  of  the  Lord  Jo^us  Chrjst,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the 
communion  of  the  Holv  (Jhost,  be  Avith  you  all.  Amen. 
II.  Cor.  13:  14. 

IV.  We  believe  that  man,  created  pure,  has  become 
alienated  from  God,  and  is  in  a  Htate  of  condemnation 
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and  bondage,  from  which  he  can  not  free  himself,  and 
is  only  saved  by  the  grace  of  God. 

So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image.  Gen.  1:  27.  Lo !  Ibis 
only  have  I  found,  that  God  hath  made  man  upright,  and  they 
have  sought  out  many  inventions.  Ecch  7:  29.  In  Adam  all 
die.  I.  Cor.  15:  22.  They  are  all  gone  aside;  ^  there 
is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one.  Psa.  14:  3.  There  is 
none  righteous,  no,  not  one.  For  all  have  sinned,  and  come 
short  of  the  glory  of  God.  Eom.  3 :  10,  23.  The  carnal 
mind  is  enmity  against  God.  Kom.  8:  7.  Cursed  is  every 
one  that  continueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  tho 
book  of  the  law  to  do  them.  Gal.  3  :  10  ;  27  :  26.  Tho  wrath 
of  God  is  revealed  from  heaven  against  all  ungodliness.  Horn. 
1 :  18.  I  am  carnol,  sold  under  sin.  Kom.  7  :  14.  By  grace 
are  ye  saved,  through  faith  ;  not  of  works,  lest  aiiy  man  should 
boast.    Eph.  2  :  8,  9. 

V.  We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  the  eternal  Son  of 
God,  made  manifest  in  human  nature,  has,  in  his  lifo^ 
death  and  resurrection,  wrought  a  redemptive  work 
for  man,  so  that  through  ftiith  in  him  all  men  may  bo 
saved,  and  that  God,  through  tho  influences  of  tho 
Spirit,  is  endeavoring  to  draw  all  men  unto  him^ 

For  verily  he  took  not  on  liim  tho  nature  of  angels,  but  he  took 
on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham.  "Wherefore  in  all  things  it 
behooved  him  to  be  made  like  unto  his  brethren,  Heb.  2  :  16, 
17.  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son.  John  3:  IG.  If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate 
with  the  Fatlior,  Jesus  Christ,  the  rig^hteous.  1.  John  2:  1. 
Such  an  high  priest  became  us,  v/ho  is  holy,  harmless,  undefihid, 
separate  from  sinners.  Ileb.  7 :  2G.  So,  by  the  obedience  of 
one,  shall  many  be  made  righteous,  liom.  5:  19,  Much  more, 
being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life.  Eom.  5:  10. 
He  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins,  and  not  for  ours  only,  but 
for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world.  I.  Julni  2  :  2.  In  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  ungodly;  AVbile  we  Avere  yet  sinricrs 
Christ  died  for  us.  Being  now  jvisiiiied  by  his  blood,  we  sliall 
be  saved  from  wrath  through  him.  When  we  wore  enemies^ 
v/e  were  reconcihid  to  God  by  tho  death  of  his  Son.  Horn.  5: 
C,  8,  9,  10.  And  was  raised  again  for  our  justillcation.  Kom. 
4 :  25.  Who  is  he  tliat  condcmnetli  ?  it  is  Christ  that  died,  yea, 
rather,  tliat  is  risen  again.  Eom.  8:  34.  And  if  Christ  be  not 
raised,  your  faith  is  vain  ;  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins.  L  Cor.  15: 
17.  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved 
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Acts  16;  31.  "Wlio  will  havo  all  rnon  to  bo  saved,  and  to 
come  unto  the  kiiowledgo  of  the  truth.  I.  Tim.  2:  4.  Who 
is  ttie  Saviour  of  all  men,  especially  of  those  that  boliovo. 
I.  Tim.  4  :  10,  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  afterward,  that  1  will 
pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  all  flosh.  J  oel  2  :  28.  And  this  is  that 
which  was  s|)okcu  by  the  prophet  Joel.  Acts  2  :  IG.  Ht3  siiall 
gh)rify  me,  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto 
you.  John  IG  :  14.  He  shall  teach  you  all  things.  John  14  : 
2G.  No  man  can  come  to  me  except  the  1^'ather,  which  hath 
sent  mo,  draw  him.    John  G  :  44. 

VI.  We  believe  that  Christ  has  established  a  visible 
Church,  in  wliieh  all  true  believers  become  co-worlcers 
with  liim  in  accomplishing  tlio  redemption  of  tlio 
world,  and  that  he  lias  also  instituted  the  churcli  sacra- 
ments of  Baptism  and  the  Lord^s  Supper^  aa  symbol 
and  memorial  of  the  redemptive  work. 

And  he  ordained  twelve,  that  tlH;y  should  be  with  him,  and  that 
he  might  send  them  forth  to  prt;ii(;h.  Mark  3:  14.  And  ho 
said,  Go  ye  iiito  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  evei-y 
creature.  iVlarklG:  15.  And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me. 
Acts  I  :  8.  And  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet,  and  gave 
him  to  be  (he  lii'ad  w^v  uU  Ihi/igs  to  th(3  church,  which 
Ins  i;uJy,  ih>;  rulnc,-^..  id'  iiim  lUai  tllictli  ail  in  all.  Eph.  1  ; 
22,  2;>.  Ji.ius  (/lirist  himsvlf  hcin-;  the  chief  cuj-ncr-htone ;  iji 
whom  all  the  building,  htly  ffauiod  tog(;lhcr,  groweth  unto  an 
holy  temple  in  the  Ijord.    Eph.  2  :  20,  21.    And  truly  our  fch 

■  lowsliip  is  with  the  leather,  and  witli  his  son,  Jesus  Christ. 
I.  John  1:  3.  Yo  are  tho  lig-hi  of  the  world.  Ye  are  the 
salt  of  the  earth.  IVlatt.  6:  13,  14.  For  we  are  his  workman- 
ship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus  urito  good  wcn-ks.  Epli.  2:  10. 
The  church  of  the  living  Cod,  aiid  pillar  and  ground  of  the 
truth.  1.  ^I'im.  3  :  15.  Ye  also  iis  lively  stones  are  built  u{)  a 
spii'itual  house,  a  holy  priesth(iod>  to  ohcr  □]>  spiritual  sacrilic 
ac(.*eptable  to  Cod  by  Jesus  Christ.  Ye  are  a  chi7,-;en  g\!iuu*a- 
tion,  a  royal  priesthood,  an  hoiy  nation,  a  [)ec'uliiir  |i(;ojjK;.

And 
he  took  bread,  and  gave  thnnlcs,  joid  brake  it,  and  gave  unto 
them,  saying,  This  is  my  body,  Avhieh  is  given  for  you  ;  this  do 
in  rememhrajice  of  me.  iiif'ewise  also  the  cu|")  after  sup]>er, 
iiaying,  This  cup  is  the  Eew  '.I'esUanent  in  my  blood,  v/hicli  is 
shed  for  you.

V-II.  We  believe  that  there  in  to  be  a  rcBurrection 
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of  tlio  dead,  and  after  that  the  judgment,  when  the 
wicked  will  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment,  and 
the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

He  is  not  hero,  but  is  risen.  Luko  24:  6.  And  become  the 
first  fruits  of  tiioni  tliat  slept.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even 
BO  in  Christ  shall  all  bo  made  alive.  I.  Cor.  15  :  20,  22.  It  is 
appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgment, 
lleb.  D :  27.  We  shall  stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ.  -  Eom.  14  :  10.  Lehold  the  Lord  cometh,  with  ten 
thousand  of  his  saints,  to  execute  judgment  upon  all.  Judo 
14,  15.  When  the  Son  of  Miin  sliall  come  in  his  glory, 
uiid  all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then  shall  lie  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all 
nations  ;  and  lie  shall  se[)arate  them  one  from  another,  as  a 
shepherd  dividetli  his  sheep  from  the  goats  ;  and  ho  shjill 
set  the  shee|)  on  his  right  hand,  but  the  goats  on  the  left.

Sensible  of  your  guilty  and  lost  state  by  nature, 
with  no  righteousness  to  commend  you  to  the  favor  of 
God^  and  no  power  to  rescue  yourself  (yourselves)  from 
the  dominion  of  sin,  and  gratefully  accepting  and  re- 
lying upon  the  offer  of  pardon  and  salvation  through 
JosuB  Christ,  you  do  now,  in  the  presence  of  w^itness- 
ing  angels  and  men,  enter  into  covenant  with  God  and 
this  church.  Eecognizing  henceforth  your  utter  con- 
secration to  God ;  professing  it  as  your  chief  desire  to 
serve  and  honor  him,  and  receiving  him,  as,  in  his 
grace  revealed,  your  reconciled  Father,  Jesus  Christ  as 
your  Saviour,  and  tlie  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Sane  tiller, 
you  promise  to  cheri^sh  the  sense  of  your  great  obli- 
gation and  privilege  as  a  child  of  God;  to  make  it 
your  care  to  yield  your  heart  to  holy  inlluence,  to  reg- 
ulate your  conduct  by  the  lioly  principles  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  to  endeavor  in  all  tilings  to  Avalk  worthily  in 
the  life  of  faith  to  which  you  arc  called- 
in  presenting  yourself  (yourselves)  for  membership 
to  this  churchy  you  do  also  engage  to  subriiit  to  its 
lawful  authority;  yielding  yourself  (yourselves)  to 
christian  counsel  and  admonition,  and  promising  to 
attend  upon  all  its  ordinances,  so  far  as  providentially 
permitted;  to  maintain  the  w^orship  of  God  in  public, 
in  the  houwohold,  an<l  in  secret;  to  Avalcli  over  tlio 
members  of  the  church  in  love,  and  to  endeavor  in  all 
things  to  keep  it  pure  in  the  sight  of  God  aud  man; 
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;ind  if,  through  the  infirmity  of  a  still  unsanctifiod 
nature,  you  fail  in  aught  in  this  your  covenant  with 
God  and  this  church,  you  will  wait  on  God  in  prayer 
for  forgiveness,  and  for  that  liglit  and  strength  requi- 
site to  a  more  perfect  obedience,  that  thus  this  church 
through  you  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  stand  for 
the  glory  of  God.    Thus  you  solemnly  covenant. 

Then  doth  this  church  cordially  w^elcomo  you  to  its 
fellowship,  and  renewing  to-day  our  covenant  with 
God  and  with  each  other,  we  do  also  now  sincerely 
covenant  with  you,  individually  pledging  you  our  chris- 
tian love,  our  prayers,  and  co-operation ;  engaging  to 
seek  to  walk  with  you  as  becometh  saints,  in  watch- 
fulness, charity  and  brotherly  kindness ;  and  may  wo 
all  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  until  we  come,  in  the  unity 
of  the  faitli  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
unto  the  poribet  man,  unto  t lie  mcasiiro  of  the  stat- 
ure oi  the  fuhiess  of  Ciiribt,  and  are  admitted  to 
unite  with  each  other  and  with  all  the  redeemed  of 
the  Lord,  in  heaven,  in  ascribing  blessing,  and  lionor, 
and  glory,  and  power,  unto  him  tluit  sittetli  upon 
the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 


KXTJtACT  FKOM  THE  KlJLl>i  OF  THE  ClIUFtCn, 

1.  All  meetings  for  business  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer. 

2.  The  Annual  Meeting  for  the  choice  of  clerk  or 
scribC;  examining  commitLcc,  supcrintondont  of  Sa,b- 
batli  School;,  and  other  businesiJ,  shall  be  on  or  noar 
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the  first  Monday  of  January ;  the  time  to  be  fixed  by 
the  deacons,  and  notice  given  from  the  pulpit  the  Sab- 
bath preceding;  and  the  persons  bo  elected  shall  hold 
their  offices  till  others  are  chosen. 

3.  All  standing  committees  and  officers  for  the  year 
shall  bo  chosen  by  ballot. 

4«  The  examining  committee,  which  shall  consist 
of  the  pastor,  deacons,  clerk,  and  nine  other  breth- 
ren, shall  examine  all  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
church  by  profession,  and  present  to  the  church  the 
names  of  such  as  they  approve.  It  shall  also  be  their 
duty  to  satisfy  themselves  respecting  the  christian 
character  and  standing  of  such  as  propose  to  connect 
themselves  with  this  church  by  letter  from  other 
churches- 

5.  Candidates  for  admission  by  profession  shall  be 
publicly  propounded  to  the  church  at  least  two  weeks 
previous  to  admission.  Letters  of  recommendation 
from  other  churches  shall  be  presented  two  weeks  be- 
fore action  upon  the  same  by  the  church. 

6.  All  candidates  for  admission,  having  been  pro- 
pounded or  recommended  by  letter  for  the  space  of 
two  weeks,  and  no  objection  having  been  offered  and 
sustained,  shall  become  members  by  public  assent  to 
the  articles  of  faith  and  covenant  adopted  by  the 
church.  Also,  those  admitted  by  profession  shall  be 
baptized  before  entering  into  covenant,  unless  they 
shall  have  been  previously  baptized ;  and  those  who 
were  the  subjects  of  infimt  baptism  shall  publicly 
recognize  and  assume  such  baptism  as  their  own  act.
